13,000-Ton Ship, and Most 
of Crew Reported Saved. 


MISSING 


Cargo of 10,000 to 12.000 
Tons Carried—Many Landed 
From Vessel at Falmouth. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 19.—The Cunard 
liner Alaunia has been sunk by a* mine 
in the English Channel between Fal- 
mouth and London, according to cable 
advices to the Cunard Line here today. 

The Alaunia sailed from this port Oct. 
7 with passengers, but the Cunard Line 
officials believe they were all landed at 
Falmouth, according to the usual cus, 
tom. 

Capt. Benison and some of the crew 
were saved, according to the cable mes- 


/ gage, but some are missing. 


The Alaunia called at Falmouth Tues- 


= day and was on her way .o London when 


she struck the mine this morning. 

The text of the message received from 
the Liverpool office of the Cunard Line 
indicated that there were some passen- 
gers aboard, but they were saved. It 
read: 

“Alaunia struck mine in English Chan- 
nel] this morning. Sunk during the fore- 
noon. Passengers and majority of crew 
saved. Several missing."’ 

The Alaunia’s crew numbered 26%. 
‘When she sailed from New York she 
carried 185 cabin passengers and 58 steer- 
age, of whom a few were Americans. 

The Alaunia was a comparatively new 
boat, having been built in 1913. She was 
520 feet long and had a gross tonnage 
of 18,4065. 

The Alaunia carried a cargo of 
merchandise, including war supplies 
of between 10,000 and 12,000 tons, and 
her voyage from Falmouth to London 
was for the purpose of discharging 
the ‘cargo at the latterport. .

Throng Waits at Station in the 


Rain—Executive Goes to 
Press Club. 
TALK 


WON’T POLITICS 


Says Talking of Issues Makes 
Him Speak Too Much About 
Himelf. 


CHICAGO Oct. 19.—The train bring- 
ing President Wilson to Chicago today, 
for a 12-hour visit, including three 
speeches, was an hour late, owing to 


crowds along the route through Ohiv 
and Indiana, which encroached on tha 
railroad schedule. An immense throng 
waited patiently at the railroad station 
and along the streets traveled by the 
presidential party to the hotel. 

Unscheduled stops also played havoc 
with the schedule, it was explained by 
members of the party. : 

On the way to the hotel where the 
executive conferred with party lead- 
ers, Mr. Wilson stood in his automo- 
bile and bowed. He was welcomed at 
the train by members of the staff from 
Western campaign headquarters and a 
Reception Committee. 

Mrs. Wilson, accompanied the Presi- 
dent, as did Secretary Tumulty, Dr. 
Carey T. Grayson, the White House phy- 
sician, and Miss Helen Woodrow Bones, 
the President's cousin. 

At Press Club Luncheon. 

From the hotel where the President 
tarried only a few minutes, he was 
taken to the Press Club for luncheon 
and the first address of his visit in the 
city. 

The streets along the way to the club 
were literally packed with spectators 
and windows high up in the skyscrapers 
were filled. A squad of mounted police 
preceded the President's automobile. 
Cheering was continuous. Everywhere 
the crowd surged toward the President 
and at every halt people tried to reach 
hirn to shake hands. 

In his remarks there the President said 
he considers thai the issues of the cam- 
paign are now well d4fined. 

“Phe records are ail made up, and al! 
you have to do now is to say what you 
think of it,’" he said, speaking from the 
rear platform of his car. “‘l have for- 
gotten how to make campaign 
speeches,’’ he continued. “If I made a 
speech I should have to tell you what 
I think of myself and that I cannot do. 

Happy Over Receeption, 

“It is very delightful to have such 
receptions as you give me today, and 
as I have been going all along the road 
it makes me feel very close to the folks 
I have been trying to work for that they 
should come out with such cordiality, 
and I thank you for it from the bottom 
of my heart.”’ 

The President was up early today to 
greet crowds at Kendaliville, Ligonier 
and Goshen, Ind. He refused to make 
speeches, but told the people how glad 
he was to shake hands with them. 

“I want to shake hands with a real 
man,'’ said a farmer at Ligonier. The 
President laughed. 

A: Democratic committee boarded the 
train-at Ligonier and assured the Pres- 
ident that he would carry Indiana. 

The President was met by cheering 
crowds at 10 New York cities and towns 
yesterday afternoon and last night. At 
Albany he said:

House of Deputies of the Protestant 
Episcopal general convention, in Moolah 
Temple today, by the Rev. John H. 
Melish of Brooklyn, prevented the ap- 
proval, at that time. of proposed prayers 


for the army and navy, which were re- 
ported by the committee on prayer-book 
revision, as suitable to be added to the 
Book of Common Prayer. 

The Rev. Mr. Melish, who last week 
bad an important part in defeating the 
proposal for a stringent rule against 
the remarrying of divorced persons, at- 
tacked the proposed prayers, particularly 
the one for the army, whid@h contained 
a petition for divine support for sol- 
diers in the day of battle, and asked 
that “‘they may serve without reproach.”’ 

He argued that a soldier could not 
perform the duties of modern: warfare 
without reproach, and that it was not 
proper for one Christian nation to ask 
divine help for its soldiers in fighting 
against those of another Christian na- 
tion. 

Substitute Prayer Proposed. 

He proposed, as a_i substitute, a 
prayer for soldiers and sailors, which 
was, in part, as follows: 

God, who hast taught us to love 
our enemies and to do good to 
those that hate us, bless our sol- 
diers and sailors for their swift 
obedience and willingness to an- — 
swer the call of duty; but inspire 
them, none the less,. with a 
hatred of war. Teach our age a 
nobler method of matching 
strength, and more. effective 
ways of giving our lives for the 
flag. 


At first the deputies did not hear 
the speaker with favor, and when his 
five minutes were up an extension of 
his time was opposed by several of 
them. But after the Rev. Edward L. 
Parsons of Berkeley, Cal., secretary 
of the prayer book commission, and 
Francis Lynde Stetson of New York, 
a leading lay delegate, had spoken 
in approval of the Rev. Mr. Melish’s 
ideas, his time was extended and he 
spoke 10 minutes longer. It was then 
voted to refer the proposedgarmy and 
navy prayers, and the Melish substi- 
tute, back to the commission for fur- 
ther consideration. 

The joint .commission on racial 
episcopate, appointed three years ago, 
with Bishop Cheshire of North Caro- 
lina as chairman, recommends in its 
report that negro dioceses be created 
in the Southern States, and removed 
from the jurisdiction of the white 
Bishops of the present dioceses, and 
that negro Bishops be chosen to ad- 
minister the new dioceses. 

A minorfty of the commission, in a 
dissenting report, recommends ‘that, 
instead of creating new dioceses, the 
church keep its present territorial di- 
visions, and that negro suffragan 
Bishops, to work under the general 
supervision of white Bishops, be 
named. 


Racial Episcopate Argument. 

The argument for the racial epis- 
copate is that the division of hu- 
manity into racial families is older 
than the division of the United States 
into Episcopal dioceses, and that the 
former ts God-made, while the latter 
is man-made. The negro, it {s argued, 
is entitled to the recognition which a 
separate episcopate would give. 


“In our. view,” said the majority re- 
port, “it {s consistent with God’s ap- 
pointment that the racial family be 
recognized as such, and consistent with 
our own unfailing method of practical 
administration in the church. Wher- 
ever the negroes have turned to the 
church in sufficient numbers to warrant 
it, congregations of their own race have 
been organized by our authority. Wher- 
ever priests of their race could be found 
to minister to them, they have been 
settled by us as heads of the eccle- 
siastical race families.’’ 


Replying to arguments that it might 
further sunder the’races, the majority 
report said that ‘‘white, yellow, red and 
black races are so distinctly separated 
that man’s ingenuity could not make 
them more so,” and urged that provi- 
sion for this existent separation is nec- 
essary for the morality, virtue and in- 
tegrity of both races. 

The real question at issue, said the 
majority report, is: “How .can the 
church absorb into herself the differ- 
ent races, while applying to each the 
catholic principle of the “liberty of the 
sons of God?’” And this is to be an- 
swered, it said, by the complete or- 
ganization of each race under its own 
spiritual leaders. ‘‘Separation nowhere 
destroys unity. Identity, of necessity, 
does. The impossible effort to ignore 
race in the family of Gor may be dis- 
covered to result in the destruction of 
its unity." 

On the other hand, the minority re- 
port asserted that “the plan of the sep- 
arate racial district for negroes in the 
South, in our opinion, contravenes a 
fundamental principle of Christianity 
and destroys unity of the church under

WOMEN REGISTERED 


—_" 


Number Eligible to Vote for 
President Increased More Than 
5000 Since Last’ Election. 


There are 9385 women in East St. 
Louts who have qualified and regis- 
tered to vote for President at the 
general election, Nov. 7. This was 
made known today, when election of- 
ficiais announced that the total regis- 
tration tn East St. Louts this fall is 
25,070. 

This is 7000 more than have been 
registered for any previous election 
in East St, Louis, and the increase is 
attributed to the interest of women in 
the presidential election. There were 
about 18,000 voters registered for the 
municipal election in 1915, and of 
these about 4000 were women. The 
increase in the women’s vote, there- 
fore, is more than 6000. 

Women Out in Force. 

Almost as many women as men 
registered Tuesday. There were 5240 
men and 4600 women. The number 
registered Oct. 7 was 10,445 men and 
4785 women. 

More women than men registered 
in 18 out of the 53 precincts, Tues- 
day, and the number was tied in two 
precincts. 

The precincts where the women pre- 
dominated were the first of the First 
Ward, the first and sixth of the Sec- 
ond, the third and fourth of the Fifth, 
the first, second, third, fourth, sixth, 
seventh, tenth and eleventh of the 
Sixth: the second, sixth and seventh 
of the Seventh; the sixth and seventh 
of the Eighth, and those where the 
numbers were tied were the twelfth 
of the Sixth and the fourth of the 
Seventh. 

In no precinct, however, was the 
total registration of women as large 
as that of men. The large number 
piled up by the men on the first 
registration day kept them in the 
lead, although, in the Sixth and Sev- 
enth Wards, the difference is not 
great. These are the largest wards 
in the city, and include the best resi- 
‘dence districts. In the South End, 
where negroes predominate, the per- 
centage of women registered was 
much smaller. 

Separate Ballots for Women. 

Separate ballots and separate ballot 
boxes are to be provided for women vot- 
ers, as they cannot vote for Governor 
or other State officials. 

Women are allowed to vote for presi- 
dential electors, members of the State 
Board of Equalization, Clerk of the Ap- 
pellate Court, County Collector, County 
Surveyor, Board of Assessors, Board of 
Review, Sanitary District trustees and 
for all city officers except Police Mag- 
istrate.

BRITISH FRONT, IN FRANCE, Oct. 
18.—The war will last another year, ac- 
cording to the consensus of opinion, 
amorg the British soldiers and their 
leaders. It is also the opinion of the 
Germans if the views of prisoners count 
for anything. 

“Before the grand offensive started, a 
high authority informed the correspond- 
ent of the Associated Press that the 
German line would not be broken this 
summer and that slow operations, wear- 
ing down the Germans, would be begun 
and would probably last through an- 
other summer. With the approach of 
winter conditions, which make military 
movements difficult, this officer re- 
called his prediction, and speaking of 
the situation today, he said: 

“We know what the German resources 
were and what ours were and the time 
required to force a decisive victory for 
our arms is a matter of calculation.” 


Tone of the Teutons Changed. 

German prisoners taken during the 
summer invariably spoke of peace beirg 
a certainty in the autumn. They re- 
garded the Somme thrust as a final ef- 
fort of the allies for a decision‘and that 
after it, peace would be made. Their 
tone has been entirely different of late. 
They recognize that it is a fight to a 
finish between the man power and the 
resources of the two foes, and that an 
ultimate decision will come from the 
fearful attrition on the western front 
which will know no intermission until 
the end. 

The Germans are determined to make 
every village on the western front a 
fortress, which will yield only when re- 
duced to powder by shell fire, and every 
gully and crater a machine gun post, to 
secure their defensive against a critical 
defeat. 


At a period when the weather is ad 
verse to offensive operations elsewhere, 
the Germans are apparently concentrat- 
ing every possible man and gun against 
Rumania. The view of the British offi- 
cers is that the German officers hope 
to crush Rumania, so that when they 
have to face a common allied offensive 
in the spring, they may not have to de- 
fend the immense length of the Ruma- 
nian frontier, tn addition to what they 
have had to defend this summer. 

It is a universal remark among the 
British that never has the morale o7 
the prisoners varied more than now. 

‘You will notice that we are always 
taking prisoners and that the Germans 
get very few of our men,” said a staff

A mere serious complaint came from 
many of these in the rear, on the main 
floor, who, because of the dead level 
of the arena, were unable to get a sat- 
isfactory view of the central stage, 
where the most important episodes were 
presented. 

Easy to Hear Actors, 

The players in the spoken episodes 
made themselves heard in most parts 
of the building. Among the most strik- 
ing of the individual actors were Archie 
Moore in the role of Arius, William S. 
Wittler as King John, Forrest Donnell 
as Archbishop Langton and the Rev. 
James Wise, a Bishop-elect, as Au- 
gustine. The Rev. Edmund Duckworth, 
with little makeup, took the part of 
Henry VIII .successfully, and Louis 
Moller, as Baron Fitzwalter, was a 
gleaming knightly figure. Dr. W. EL 
Padger was the Emperor Constantine. 
C. B. Woodward, as St. Paul, employed 
an elocutionary style hardly in keeping 
with the usual conception of the Apostle 
to the Gentiles. Mrs. Charles Cummings 
Collins, as Elizabeth, was a queenly 
figure, and her voice, not generally 
heard in the first lines, was more audi- 
ble in her last speeches.

END POLICE BOARD 
PHONE CONTRACT 


Counselor Will Ask for Termina- 
tion of $3222-a-Year Agree- 
ment With Kinloch Co. 


City Counselor Daues announced to- 
day that, at the request of George 
McD. Johns, superintendent of the city 


police and fire alarm telegraphs, he 
will file a mandamus suit to try to 
compel the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners to terminate its present con- 
tracts with the Kinloch Telephone Co., 
nuder which the 571 police telephones 
and flask srgnals are operated. 

The city pays the Kinloch company 
$2222 a year for this service under a 
contract that was entered into May 25, 
1910, to run five years, with a provision 
that the contract so far as it applied 
te any particular station would be au- 
tomatically renewed for a year at its 
expiration unless the city had given 
36 days’ notice of intention to discon- 
tinue the service. Under this provision 
the contract is still in force, the time 
of expiration varying according to the 
intervals at which the various stations 
were turned over to the city. 

The Police Board, on Aug. 18 last, 
when Sam B. McPheeters was president 
and Thomas S. Maffit was a member, 
yoted to cancel the contract. Before 
another meeting was held McPheeters 
was removed and Maffit resigned. The 
new board, with Walter D. Thompson, 
a director in the Kinloch Long Dis- 
tance Telephone Co., as president in 
McPheeters’ place, and Henry C. Os- 
tertag in* Maffit’s place, refused to ap- 
prove the action of the old board, leav- 
ing the Kinloch contracts still in force. 

Eighteen months ago McPheeters and 
Maffitt, as members of the Police 
Board, had asked the city to take steps 
to install its own police telephone and 
Signal system and $9320 was appropriat- 
er for that purpose. With this money 
and $400 left over from another fund, 
43 stations, mostly in the Laclede Ave- 
rue District, were installed. The city 
had planned to spend $16,700 to put in a 
new system throughout. 


Roard of Police Commissioners has no 
right to contract with private parties 
for service which is being provided by 
the city. He said he would ask for a 
subpena duces tecum to compel the 
Kinloch company to produce records 
showing when the contracts expire as 
to all the separate stations.

(OKLAHOMA TRAIN 


BERS THOUGHT 
TOBE SURROUNDED 


Posses Guard Ravine Where Six 
Bandits Are Believed to 
Be Hiding. 


BLISS, Ok., Oct. 19.—Ranchmen from 
several counties, reinforced by numer- 
oys deputy sheriffs, have surrounded a 
ravine where it is believed the men who 
robbed Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe 
express No. 405 last night, took refuge. 

Perry Norman, express messenger, 
was killed by the robbers with a shot- 
gun when he showed signs of fight. The 
express safe was demolished by ‘an over- 
charge of explosive, so that much of 
its contents was destroyed. Rumors 
said the bandits obtained $10,000, but 
this was based on conjecture. 

Six men participated in the robbery. 
They flagged the train at a desolate 
spot north of Bliss, on the 101 Ranch, 
and worked briskly. Two guarded the 
members of the train crew, who had 
been forced to uncouple the engine, ex- 
press and mail cars and run them a 
short distance down the track, two oth- 
ers stood sentinel at the rear car, and 
the remaining two blew open the. ex- 
press safe. The robbers fled in automo- 
biles. 

News of the robbery was not received 
until-the train reached Bliss, although 
the shooting of Norman attracted the 
attention of ranchmen. who immediately 
took up the trail of the bandits.

Part and It Was Their

LONDON, Oct. 19.

in the battle of Jutland. The ac- 

tual battle area may not be more 
than 20,000 square miles, but the inci- 
dental patrols from first to last must 
have covered many times that area. 

Doubtless the next generation will 
comb out every detail of it. All we 
need to remember is there were many 
squadrons of battleships and cruisers 
engaged over the face of the North Sea, 
and they were accompanied in their 
dread comings and goings by multitudes 
of destroyers, who attacked the enemy 
both by day and by night, from the aft- 
ernoon of May 31 to the morning of 
June 1, 1916. 

We are too close to the gigantic can- 
vas to take in the meaning of the pic- 
ture. Our children, stepping backward 
through the years, may get the true 
perspective and proportions. 

To recapitulate what everyone knows: 
The German fleet came out of its North 
Sea ports; scouting ships ahead, then 
destroyers, cruisers, battle cruisers, and 
last, the main battle fleet in the rear. 
It moved north, parallel with the coast 
of stolen Schleswig-Holstein and Jut- 
land. 

Our fleet was already out, the main 
battle fleet of Admiral Jellicoe sweeping 
down from the north, and our battle- 
cruiser fleet of Admiral Beatty feeling 
for the enemy. vur scouts came in con- 
tact with the enemy on the afternoon 
of May 81, about 100 miles off-the Jut- 
land coast, steering northwest. 


Germans Concealed, British Visible. 

They satisfied themselves that they 
were in strength, and reported accord- 
ingly to our battle-cruiser fleet, which 
engaged the enemy’s battle cruisers at 
about 3:30 o’clock. The enemy steered 
southeast to rejoin their own fleet, which 
was coming up from that quarter. 

We fought him‘’on a parallel course, 
as he ran. for more than an hour. Then 
his battle fleet came in sight and Beat- 
ty’s fleet went about and steered north- 
west in order to retire on our battle 
fleet, which was hurrying down from 
the north. We returned, fighting very 
much over the same waters as we had 
used fn our slant south. 

The enemy up till now had lain to the 
eastward of us, whereby he had the ad- 
vantage in that thick weather of seeing 
o hulls clear against the afternoon 
light, while he himself worked in the 
mists. 

We then steered a little to the rrorth- 
west, bearing him off toward the east, 
till at 6 o’clock Beatty had headed the 
enemy’s leading ships and our main 


fleet came in sight from the north. The 


enemy broke back in a loop, first east- 
ward, then south, then southwest. 

Our fleet edged him off from the land, 
and our main battle fleet coming up 
behind them, following in their wake.

Story Written From Official Admirafty Reports

But add to all these inevitable con- 
fusions and misreckonings of time 
shape and distance, changes at every 
angle of a squadron through and across 
other squadrons; sudden shifts of cen:

It was three destroyers against all a 
battle cruisers fleet's quick firers, as 
well as the fire from a batch of enemy 
destroyers at 600 yards, and they were 
thankful for small mercies. ‘‘The posi- 
tion being favorable,” a third torpedo 
was fired from each while they yet 
fioated, at 2500 yards. 


One destroyer was hit somewhere in 
the vitals, and swerved badly across 
her next astern, who ‘was obliged to 
alter course to avoid collision, thereby 
failing to fire the fourth torpedo.”’ Then 
that next astern “observed the signal 
for destroyers’ recall,” and went back 
to report to her flotilla Captain—alone 
of her two companions.

Ships that remain stopped 
are lidble to be rammed or sunk by 
methodical gunfire.

Committee Named to Raise 
Fund for Texas Slayer of Wife 
and Army Officer.

WACO, Tex., Oct, 19.—The activity 
friends of Harry J. Spannell, who shot 
and killed his wife and Col. M. C. Butler 
of the Sixth United States Cavalry at 
Alpine, Tex., last July, indicates that 
his trial, set for the December term 
of court at San Angelo, Tom Green 
County, will be closely fought. John R. 
Holland of Alpine, wealthy father of 
Mrs. Spannell, already has engaged spe- 
cial counsel to aid in the prosecution 
of Spannell 

The chief effort in Spannell’s behalf 
originated at Hazleton, Pa., his old home 
and still the home of his father. At a 
mass meeting a committee was appoint- 
ed to solicit funds to hire attorneys to 
see Spannell has a “full, fair and impar- 
tial trial.’"’ Many copies of the printed 
appeal of this committee have been 
received here. 

It was here that the romance of Span- 
nell and Crystal Holland began. He was 
a teacher of music in Baylor University 
and she came from her father’s home at 
Alpine to be one of his students. It 
was not long until they were married. 

Afterward Spannell gave up teaching 
and went to Alpine to manage a hotel 
owned by his father-in-law. He be- 
came very popular there_and his wife 
was a social leader in the town where 
she had lived as a girl. When the 
troops went to the border town, Col 
Butler lived at the hotel Spannell man- 
aged, and he and his wife became close 
friends of the Spannells. On July 20 
Spannell invited his wife and Butler 
into the back seat of his automobile 
and after driving a little way turned 
and shot both to death. He said after- 
ward he intended to kill only Butler, 
but his wife jumped in the way. 

Among the counsel engaged by Holland 
are Walter Gillis of Del Rio, Judge W. 
Van Sickle of Alpine and Judge William 
A. Wright of San Angelo. Friends of 
Spannell, who is in jail, have not an- 
nounced who will defend-him. -

PRECIAN CULTURE 


“It Was Not. the Phoenicians: 
Who Invented Art of Writing, 
but the Cretans.”’ 


SPADE REVEALS THE PAST 


One Revelation a Picture of 
Sport of Bull-Grappling by 
Maidens and Youths. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.—Crete, the 
“halfway house between three conti- 
nents,” has given far more to the Greek 
nation than her native son Venizelos, 
the former Premier. According to a 
war geography bulletin of the National 
Geographic Society, this island is viewed 
by leading scientists and archeologists 
as the very cradle of ancient Greek cul- 
ture. 

“It was not the Phoenicians who in- 
vented the art of writing,’’ says the bul- 
letin, “but the Cretans who, under the 
sway of their remarkable sea Kings, 
antedated by several hundred years the 
culture of the commercial] nation which 
flourished on the shores of Asia Minor. 


Recent excavations on this island, the 
home of Minos, of Ariadne and of the 
horror-inspiring Minotaur of Homeric 
legend, have disclosed evidences of a 
civilization which reached its apogee 
1400 years before the birth of Christ, and 
more than six centuries before the First 
Olympiad, the starting point of record- 
ed Attic history. Nor was Crete’s a 
civilization which in any degree paled in 
comparison with the grandeur of the 
Babylonian empire, the magnificent of 
ancient Assyria, or the remarkable 


early Pharaohs. 
Ancient Capital Unearthed. 

“When the spade of the explorer 
unearthed the ruins of the ancient 
capital of Knossos, or Cnossus, near 
the site of the modern seaport of 
Candia, there were revealed to arche- 
Ologists treasures which had scarce- 
ly been equaled since the secrets of 
the buried cities of Pompeii and Her- 
culaneum were laid bare. 

“Clay tablets bearing inscriptions 
in linear form far more. graceful 
than any produced by the Phoeni- 
clans were found by the thousands; 
remarkable frescoes in brilliant col- 
ors depicting a race of men and 
women of rare physical beauty and 
high mental accomplishments; pot- 
tery, bronzes, tools, and gaming 
tables that for perfection of work- 
manship, elaborate decoration and 
artistic development have hardly been 
surpassed in the 35 centuries which 
stretch between that day and this. 

“One of the most astonishing dis- 
coveries made in the palace of Minos 
{the name should probably be ap- 
plied to a dynasty, like the Pharaohs 
of Egypt, rather than to one King, as 
mythology recites), was the style of 
dress among the women. Indeed, the 
artists who executed the frescoes 
might have had modern Parisiennes 
for their models, judged by the deco- 
lette gowns, the reuged cheeks, the 
flaring hats, the high heels and the 
tightly corseted figures. 

Romantie Revelation, 

“A romantic revelation of these 
ruins was a picture of the Cretan 
sport of bull-grappling, a pastime 
which was a forerunner of the tro- 
cadero combats of twentieth century 
Spain. According to conjectures of 
leading authorities, bull-grappling 
occupied the same place in Cretan 
social life that the arenic games and 
glaidiatorial battles did in Rome cen- 
turles later, with the exception that 
captive maidens as well as youths 
were trained for the hazardous sport 
of the island Kings and patricians. 
One fresco, which retains its original 
brilliant colors, shows two girls and 
a boy engaged in the conflict. The 
boy has succeeded in seizing the 
horns of the charging animal and has 
executed a somersault over the 
beast’s back. The first girl has also 
completed the daring evolution, but 
the artist shows the second girl at 
the moment when she is reaching out 
forsthe horns and the spectator is 
left in doubt as to whether she suc- 
ceeds or is impaled on the deadly 
points. 

“A sinister discovery In connection 
with this fresco was the location of the 
gioomy subterranean cells in which the 
captured youths and maidehs were con- 
fined before the contests. Perhaps to 
these cells and these bull-fights fs to be 
traced the famous legend of the dispatch 
to King Minos of seven Athenian maid- 
ens and seven youths every ninth year, 
the human tribute being fed to the half- 
man and half-bull known as the Mino- 
taur, the offspring of Minos’ monstrous 
wife, Pasiphae. It is highly probable 
that the story of Theseus’ slaughter of 
the Minotaur in the labyrinth had an 
actual historical basis. Certainly, only 
with the ald of an outsider, such as the 
fabled Ariadne, could a captive have 
escaped from the dungeons in which the 
Minoan rulers confined the unfortunates 
condemned to furnish diversion for the

MAKES DOZEN ADDRESSES 


Eight-Hour Law and Watchful 
Waiting Among the Things 
Attacked at Louisville. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Oct. 19.—Col. 
Theodore Roosevelt in his speech here 
last night in behalf of Charles E. 
Hughes, again vigorously assailed Pres- 
ident Wilson for his foreign policy. .He 
said that for three years there had been 
‘no protection of our citizens abroad.” 
‘‘Instead of speaking softly and carry- 
ing a big stick,”’ said the Colonel, ‘‘Pres- 
ident Wilson spoke bombastically and 
carried a dishrag.”’ 

Entering Kentucky in the forenoon, 
Col. Roosevelt delivered more than a 
dozen rear platform addresses before 
reaching Louisville, Crossing the Ohio 
River at Cincinnati, his course took him 
almost to the Tennessee line.‘ At Paris 
and Cynthiana he told his audiences he 
was glad to be in Kentucky where if it 
Was necessary ‘the people were not tvo 
proud to fight.” 


Wilson’s Speeches Adroit. 
His Louisville address follows in part: 
“President Wilson’s speeches are mod- 
els of adroit indirect suggestion and 
avoidance of a downright statement. But 
the other day at Omaha he seems to 
have committed himself to the state- 
ment that he was ‘willing to fight,’ but 
was waiting for something worth fight- 
ing for,’ for something which would 
‘put all the corpuscles of his blood into 
shouting shape.’ It would be interesting 
to know exactly what outrage on Amer- 
ican citizens, or on the rights of hu- 
manity anywhere, which would make 
him cross the line between being ‘willing 
to fight’ and ‘too proud to fight.’

WAS AMERICAN 


Former U. S. Ambassador to 
Greece Says She Was Reign- 
ing Hostess of Capital. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 17.—Against the 
background of crumbling but magnifi- 
cent marble temples, of massive aque- 
ducts, of extensive amphitheaters, it is 
easy to project the ties of sentiment 
which bind the life of the Greek of to- 
day to that of the classic worthies 
from whom he claims direct descent, ac- 
cording to a communication addressed 
to the National Gedgraphic Society .by 
George Higgins Moses, formerly United 
States Ambassador to Greece, a part 
of whieh is issued as a bulletin by the 
society. Moses, in his graphio picture 
of the Athens of today and of the mod- 
ern citizens of the city which reached 
the pinnacle of its greatness in the days 
of Pericles, says: 

‘Tt was with only a slight shock that 
I learned that the man who brought me 
my morning coffee at the legation bore 
the tremendous name of Themistocleas. 
And yet it is difficult to visualize the 
modern Athenian with those who once 
walked his streets. 

“Thinkipg of Homer, of Praxiteles 
and of Phidas, one looks for Helen, 
for Hermes and for Athene; but the 
only Helen I ever saw in Athens was 
an American girl, married to a member 
of the Cabinet, and whose golden hair, 
blue eyes and classic features made her 
at once the reigning hostess in the city. 

“Agd it is only in the islands or deep 
in the country where th® Albanian flood 
which swept across the Attic plain has 
never reached that one finds the facial 
lineaments and the bodily grace which 
the ancient sculptor has taught the 
modern world as being common to all 
Greeks of classic time. And this survival 
persists chiefly among the children, be- 
cause incessant toil and scanty nour- 
ishment soon deprive both boys and 
girls of their native grace and stamp 
them with the ineradicable marks of a 
life of labor. 

“The Attic years ts sharply divided 
climatically into two seasons, the rainy 
and the dry, the latter beginning late 
in May and extending to early October, 


and during which there ts no rainfall ex- 
cept a single thunder shower, 


which 
comes with great regularity during the 
second week in August. Outside of 
Attica climatic conditions are somewhat 
In the islands along the Gulf 


greenery—grass, vines and 


it is not easy to learn that hills may 
have a beauty aside from forests, and 
that colors, contour, and form can lend 
enchantment to the naked rock. It was 
Icng before my New England eyes ap- 
preciated the wonderful tints which the 
Athenian sunset throws upon Lycabettus 
and Hymettu and that I learned that 


Athens now, as sever, should be hailed 


as the ‘violet-crowned city.’ 

Reses Bloom Every Month. 
“Personally I found the Athenian cli- 
mate agreeable and I cannot now recall 
a single day of my stay there when, 
even in the rainy season, the sun did 
not shine at least part of the time. Cold 
winds there were, to be sure, {In winter, 
blowing down from the snow-capped 
hills above the town or blowing up from 
the sea at Phaleron; but there were no 
frosts; the roses bloomed during every 
month of the year tn the legation gar- 
dens; oranges ripened in the open alr, 
and we-wpicked our breakfast fruit from 
the trees outside of the window, while 
the palm flourishes there as I have 
seen it nowhere eise, not even in the 
Rivira. The summer heat is easily en- 
durable, despite @ well-nigh oonstant 
temperature of nearly .100, the absence 
of rain removing the humidity which 
makes Americdh midsummer so intoler- 
able. 

“Socially, too, the Athenfan year di- 
vides fttself with the climate. At the 
end of the rainy. season the court, the 
diplomatic body, and the rich fiée away, 
the latter going, as they say, ‘to HBu- 
rope,’ and to take their places there 
flock to Athens and to the seaside ho- 
tels at Phaleron and to villas and re- 
scrts at Kephisia-in-the-Hills numbers 
of rich Greeks from Asia Minor and 
from Egypt; and tite whole city reverses 
the order of its winter life, turning night 
into day and spending most of the hours 
between sunset and sunrise out of doors. 

“athenian houses are built to resist 
heat. The éxterior and interior ,walis 
are all of thick stone, and, with tight- 
ly closed windows, one stays indoors 
until the afternoon tea, when the level 
cays of the setting sun permit adven- 
ture. Then one strolls or drives. diues 
wherever the digner hour may find him, 
and invariably out-of-doors, journeys by 
tram to Phaleron for the bathing ind 
the music, or seeks the cool garden of 
the Zappeton to see the ‘movter,’ or 
goes to Alyssida for dinner and the 
vaudeville, and never loses caste by re- 
turning “home as late as 2 o'clock in 
the morning. 

“Hverywhere about the town, on. the 
roofs of clubs or hotels, in the gardens 
or on the terraces of restaurants, be- 
neath the pepper trees of the parks, and 
even in the streets, tables a: spread, 
and I venture to say that more than 
100,000 peoplé dine in the open air each 
night of an Athenian summer. 

“Greek cooking ts more “riontal than 
indigenous. Lamb or kid, wita shicken 
—which has always seemed to me to be 
the national bird of all Burope—are the 
principal meate, though from the shores 
of Eleusis come 4eliclous wild dusk, 
and other game birds are found near by, 
while pilay, a Turkish dish of rice 
with chicken or lamb, and giaourti, the 
Bulgarian ferment of milk, are stan- 
dards in every Hellenic bill of fare. 

“With the renewal of the rains the 
brown fields and hillsides quickly clothe 
themselves in green.

I appreciate 
that something must be done. [ am 
not pretending not to see it. In my 
annual message to the club presi- 
dents I have called attention to the 
fact that the National League does 
not get its prestige in the executive 
office, but on the ball field. That is 
where the public judges us. 
~«“Bvery effort must be 
around to strengthen the _ league, 
Those recent defeats have stung. 
This limit is a delicate matter which 
the men with the inoney invested 
must settle for themselves. Person- 
ally I believe it has worked against 
the National League, and I think 
that by next season the player limit 
in our league will be increased.” 

It was reported today that Presi- 
dent Tener, Harry Hempstead, the 
resident of the New York National 
League club, and John J. McGraw, the 
club’s manager, will meet here today 
or tomorrow to talk over McGraw’s 
criticism of the New York players in 
their final series with Brooklyn. As 
a result of this conference a decision 
may be reached as to whether the 
National League shall. investigate 
McGraw’s accusation that his men 
were playing in indifferent fashion.

Ebbets Will Be Pleased! 


In a short time, or at the meetings 
of the American and National League, 
Owners Lannin and Bbbets of the 
Boston and Brooklyn clubs will have 
to give up a share of the spoils of 
the world’s series. The club owner’s 
share was $92,052.02. 

Of this they will have to give up 
25 per cent or $23,013.00, which goes 
to the league treasuries, is put in a 
general fund and each club shares in 
it alike. 

Pres. Britton of the Cardinals said 
this morning that he did not think it 
was 26, but only 10 per cent that was 
put into the National League treas- 
ury. In this case Owner Ebbets would 
have to give up only $9205.20.
